O R D E R  

On December 16, 1991, Big Rivers Electric Corporation ("Big 

Rivers") filed a motion requesting the Commission to hold in 

abeyance that portion of its December 6, 1991 Order which requires 

Big Rivers to file a written response to the probable violations 

noted in that Order. In an effort to alleviate the expense of 

preparing a formal response and appearing at a hearing, Big Rivers 

requests that an informal conference be scheduled since it does 

not intend to contest any Commission findings that are parallel to 

those of the Kentucky Labor Cabinet, Occupational Safety and 

Health Program. 

Based on the motion and being advised, the Commission finds 

good cause to hold in abeyance Big Rivers' obligation to file a 

written response to the December 6, 1991 Order and to schedule an 

informal conference. 

IT IS THEREFORE ORDERED that: 

1. Big Rivers' obligation to file a written response to the 

Commission's December 6, 1991 Order be and it hereby is held in 

abeyance. 



2. The hearing previously scheduled on Tuesday, January 14, 

1992, at 1O:OO a.m., Eastern Standard Time, in Eearing Room 1 of 

the Commission's offices be and it hereby is cancelled and an 

informal conference shall be convened at the same date and time in 

Hearing Room 2 of the Commission's offices at 677 Comanche Trail, 

Frankfort, Kentucky.
